“The Federal Grand Jury began an in- 
vestigation yesterday of Louis I. Cherey, 
the Grand Street druggist, who was the 
Chairman, and Dr. Samuel J. Bernfeld, 
who was one of the medical members of 
Local Exemption Board 99. They are 
charged with conspiracy to make false 


statements and certifications as to the 
titness and lability of those who came 
before them” for examination. Kal- 
man Gruher, who admits he distribut- 
ed exemption blankes to various men 
in District 09, is also being investigated. 

Several men, ali of the east side‘sec- 
tion over which the accused board mem- 
bers had jurisdiction, were examined Dy 
the Grand Jury. It was admitted that 
“more than tuo of these witnesses 
stated that they had purchased their ex- 
emption in District 90. 

In their reports compiled yesterday 
fifty-one district boards in this city 
announced that 4,447 men had been 
examined, of whom 1,095 were enrolled. 
This makes a. total of 17,682 men ob- 
tained under the draft in New York.

Notes Flees from Brown 


Bros., Escaping a Bullet. 


Trapped at Foot of a. Stairway, 
Secret Service Men Finally Beat 
Him Into Submission. ~~ 


With his pockets full of counterfeit 
thousand-franc notes, a young man who 
gave a Spanish name and spoke English 
with an accerit was chased in and out 
of the building of Brown Brothers & 
Co., international bankers, at 59 Wall 
Street, shortly after noon yesterday, by 
Secret Service agents. Handcuffed and 
haled before a row of bank tellers for 
examination, he slipped out of reach 
of the operatives when the handcuffs 
were taken off, leaped an airshaft that 
dropped to a court thirty feet below 
as a bullet whizzed past him, and drove 
through a room full of clerks and 
stenographers, only to be intercepted and 
beaten into submission at the door lead- 
ing to the street. 

Marcus Gonzalez was the name he. 
kave at the Greenwich Street police 
station, where he was locked up on 
the charge of having counterfeit money 
in his ion, and although he later 
admitted that this name was fictitious, 
he continued to assert that he was 
Spanish. But Captain John Henry of 
the Secret Service thinks he is either 


to learn what had happened to him. 

The adventures of Gonzalez started 1 
rera 
Co., at 69 Wall Street, where he ap- 
peared a little after 12 o'clock and 
presented two French thousand-franc 
notes to be cashed. The firm, 2 
with other banking houses in Wall 
Street, had been warned to look out 
for a man who had passed several 
bogus thousand-franc notes in the street 
last week; so Gonzalez was detained by 
craftily arranged delays while a tele- 
phone message was sent to the offices of 
the Secret Service in the Custom House. 
He was still sitting in the lobby waiti 
when Secret Service Agents Rubano and 
Manassee, who had hurried up in a ta 
cab, walked in and clasped the hand- 
cu ffs on hirn fore he could offer 
resistance. 

Then, accompanied by an em 2 of 
Perera & Co. „ who was to go th them 
to make the formal complaint ainst 
Gonzalez, they went to the office of 
Brown Brothers & Co., where two coun- 
terfeit thousand-franc notes had been 
2 last Thursday.
